News From the Shack 


The Clay Center shack has been using a new Alpha 


Delta DX-CC antenna. The antenna is 82' long and covers 
the 80, 40, 20, 15, and 10 meter bands. It is a fan dipole 
design, which has 80, 40, and 15 on one wire, and separate 
wires for 10 and 20 meters. We have had good success in 
contacting many DX and USA stations over the months 
we've been using it. 


Also new in the shack we have replaced the 
RigBlaster Pro on the Kenwood TS-2000X with a 
Signalink USB interface which has been working great so 
far. It plugs directly into the ACC2 port on the back of the 
radio and has provided great results doing PSK31 and 
RTTY. The Signalink and TS-2000X will be in use for field 
day as our VHF station.
